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Zamora, Venezuelan Ship Captured By Allies. 
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GERMANY WANTS APOLOGY 
AS WELL AS SUM OF MONEY 


Berlin, Décember 18.—Aside from the 
financia! claims mentioned in her ulti- 
matum, Germany expects some form of 
apology from Venezuela for the diplo- 
matic insults, which the foreign office 
Says are. more serious and more gross 
than those of which Great Britain com- 
plains. The foreign office offigjals point 
out that Premier Balfour's remarks yes- 
terday evening in the British house. of 
commons about Germany having other 
than: financial claims must be _ under- 
stood as applying to ciplomatic repara- 
tion for these. insults and not to a ma- 
terial indemnity, like money or territory. 

The foreign office is again calling at- 
tention to the suspicions in the United 
States lest Germany effect a landing in 
Venezucla. It says a refutation of such 
suspicions ought to be. perceived in the 
slender forces at the disposition of Ger- 
many. There are searcely three hundred 
men who could be spared from 
squadron, not a sufficient number to take 
La Guavra, let alone form an expedition 
into the interior. 


Notification of Blockade. 

It is not settled whether the notifica- 
tion of the commencement of the block- 
ade will be made public in Berlin and 
London simultaneously, or take the form 
of a communication from the two com- 
manders of the squadrons to the Ven- 
ezguelan authorities. The publication will, 
apparently, be delayed a day or two. 

The ofticials of the: foreign office say 
that the reply to Venezuela’s arbitration 
proposal has not yet been sent. The 
foreign office is still é€xchanging views 
on the subject with London. Although 
‘he foreign office does not give the least 
hint of the character of Germany's reply. 
it seems certain that arbitration will not 
be accepted, though the refusal may he 
aceompunied by fresh suggestions. 

Commodore Scheder cabled today from 
Wiilemstad, Curacao, ‘that the reports of 
German losses at ‘the bombardment of 
Puerto Cabello were untrue, The Ger- 
mans. suffered no loss whatever. 

Another telegram from Curacao. says 
ail the Venezuelan war ships have been 
seized, with the exception of the Miranda, 
which fled up the Orinoco river. 

The Venezuelan beacon lights, it is 
announced, are no jonger reliable. 


Germans Indifferent. 

The fact which impresses the foreign 
observer here is the quiet indifference of 
the newspapers and people toward the 
Venezuelan affair. Not a Berlin news- 
paper has a leading article on the sub- 
ject today, and the news published | {is 
largely an abstract of what the London 
and New York papers are saying. The 
Germans appear to be astonished at the 
commotion in Great Britain and the 
United States over. what is regarded here 
as u mere episode. Few of the German 
newspapers have correspondents in New 
York, but those who are there telegraph 
that Germany is seemingly without a 
friend in the country and trace the cause 
to Germany's alleged attitude toward the 
United States during the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war. The popular feeling in Great 
Britain agaffst cooperation with Ger- 


many is attributed here to the, German 
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people's bearing toward Great Britain 
during the South African war. 

But if public opinion has little concern 
as yet over Venezuela, the foreign office 
is extremely sensitive over the develop- 
ments of public feeling abroad, especial- 
Iv in the United States. The reason for 
delay in doing anything that would 
change the situation either by replying to 
Venezuela's proposition made through

The gowern- 
ment of the United States knows. weil 
thet Germany as Httle thinks of selzing 
Venezuelan territory as of planting her 
flag on the mourstain of the moon. Even 
if we could annex Venezuela without a 
rrotest from the United States, we yould 
forego so doing. as complications with 
the United States would be bound to fol- 
low.

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ENGLAND WANTS AMERICA 


TO FURNISH GUARANTEES 


London, December 18.—No answer has 
yet been sent or decided upon regarding 
Venezuela's arbitration proposition. The 
cabinet met this afternoon to. discuss 
the matter. The question of a- guarantee 
for the fulfillment of the decisions ar- 
rived at remains the great’ difficulty in 
the government's view in the way of the 
acceptance of ‘arbitration. 

it is not apparent that anything defi- 
nite resulted from touay’s cabinet meet- 
ing with regard to the transmission by 
the government of the United States of 
Venezuela's request for arbitration. 

Charge d’Affaires White was in touch 
with the foreign office throughout the 
day. He transmitted a long dispatch to 
the state department at Washington, but 
his communication is not. believe. to con- 
tain anything .in the nature ofa final 
decision. All negotiations are being con- 
ducted with extraordinary secrecy, but 
it is thought probable that Mr. White’s 
dispatches to Washington have conveyed 
inquiries from the British '~overnment 
with regard to; Secretary Hay’s views hs 
to the possibility of Venezuela carrying 
out the award of arbitration. 


Wants American Guarantee. 

The Associated Press is in a position 
to say that Great Britain is making 
strenuous efforts to induce the United 
States to guarantee Venezuela’s compli- 
ance with the findings’ of ’ arbitration. 
Inquiries made at the foreign office sub- 
sequent-to the cabinet meetine brought 
no response. _The announcement that 
President Castro had entrusteu United 
States Minister Bowen wich full powers 
the foreign office with much interest, 
accompanied by the remark, “so Mr. 
Bowen is to be the arbitrator?’ The dis- 
patch which contained this announce- 
ment was immediately taken to’ Foreign 
Secretary Lansdowne, It apparently 
conveyéd to the foreign’ office officials 
the first definite news that such actio 
had been taken. :

W aile considering the finances of the de- 
partment, the board found that it has 
funds on hand sufficient to pay all of the 
teachers their salaries for December in 
full, eliminating the 7 1-2 per cent cut, 
which aas been in force throughout the 
entire year. In fact the teachers have 
been reeciving reduced salaries for the 
past five years, the board finding it neces- 
sary to make a cut under the appropria- 
tions allowed by the city council] and only 
on one or two previous occasions have 
the teachers been paid their salaries in 
full, 

Not only will the. December salaries be 
paid in full, but tae board will add an 
amount which will reduce the cut on the 
November salaries to 2 2-5 per cent. This 
action of the board wil] prove good news 
to the teachers. Superintendent W. F. 
Slaton announced yesterday afternoon 
that he will pay the teachers on the 24th. 


To Revise Course of Study. 

On January 1 tne board will begin the 
revision of the course of study in the 
grammar schools and the two high 
schools. This work ig done every five 
years and is of an important nature. Such 
features of the course are eliminated and 
others added as the board believes will 
prove to the best interest of the pupils. 

Tae board instructed Professor Lan- 
drum, the secretary, to notify all book 
publishers that the work of selecting 
school books for the next five years wiil 
begin on January ]-and that if they de- 
sire to submit bo@ks the board will be 
glad to recgive them. 

Vacation Is Extended. 

The board took action that will be a 
source of pleasure to the thousands of 
school children and teachers as well, in 
that it unanimously decided to open the 
schools, after the holidays, on Monday, 
January 5, instead of Friday, January 2. 

The regular school law specifies that 
the schools shall open on the 2d, but the 
board decided that as tnis date comes on 
Friday, next year, the last school day of 
the week, it would simply extend the 
vacation until the fellowing Monday. The 
schools will close for the Christmas holi- 
days on the 238d, Next Tuesday, and the 
children will aAave an unbroken vacation 
of two weeks 

The resignation of Miss Susie Glover, 
of the second grade, Formwalt street 
school, was received and accepted. Miss 
Jennie Gerry, supernumerary at that 
school, was assigned to Miss Glover's 
place. On petition of Miss R. T. Vaughn, 
principal of the night school, she was 
given permission to teach algebra and 
rhetoric in that scnool. These two stud- 
ies are higher than the regular grammar 
school course. Superintendent Slaton was 
directed to have printed at once 1,000 
copies of.a complete list of teachers, to- 
gether with a copy of the amended rules, 
for general information. Several other 
routine matters were also given atten- 
tion,

SHADOW OF THE GALLOWS DOES 
NOT DISTURB HIM. 


DEATH WATCH OVER HIM 


He Still Holds Out That Killing of 
Miss Suttles Was Unavoidable. 
Will Hang Tuesday. 


Millard Lee, the slayer of Miss Lila 
May Suttles, is to all appearances pre- 
paring to spend as happy a Christmas 
week as any of the celebrators who are 
preparing to make Christmas a joyous 
occasion. 

Although the death watch has been 6et 
over him and the gallows are being gotten 
ready for his execution, he is far less de- 
pressed over his pending fate than many 
of the dail officials. 

Lee will pay the penalty of his crime 
next Tuesday about. noon. It will be the 
first time that a hanging has taken place 
in Atlanta so near the Christmas holi- 
days, and there are many who wish it 
had been postponed to a later date. But 
Lee himself seems to care very little about 
the date or the occasion. 

He will probably go to his death as un- 
concerned as ever a man did who died 
upon the gallows. He may break down, 
but it is hardly probable. ieee 

From the day he shot and killed Miss 
Suttles in the little church at Ben Hill 
on May 2% he has taken the position that 
he was forced to do the deed. The only 
thing that does not carry out this atti- 
tude was his attempt to escape. But since 
his arrest, during hig trial and now that 
his death js very near, he contends that 
he could not keep from murdering his 
sweetheart, and having satisfied himself 
that such is the cabe, he takes his doom 
apparently with perfect unconcern. 

“Lee haf been attending the divine ser- 
vices held in the Tower every Sunday af- 
ternoon, and he enjoys the singing and 
preaching. He has not, however; made 
any vidlent profession of religion -like 
many other men hanged on the gallows

Savannah 1s Greatly In- 
terested in Trial of 
Potters. 


Savannah, Ga., December 18.—(Special.) 
Savannah is greatly interested in the 
trial of William J. Potter and hés son, 
Swayne Potter, for the alleged murder 
of Gugie Bourquin, the rich planter, and 
Fred Taylor, his negro servant. As has 
been the case at all the sessions of the 
court, those of today were marked by 
the presence of curious crowds, who hung 
upon every word of the witnesses for the 
defense. 

Efforts were made to show that the 
Potters couli not have been absent from 
the home of the Bodifords, in the neigh- 
borhood of the scene of the crime, long 
enough to have committed it, and wit- 
nesses said forty-five minutés was as 
long as the accused were away. 

By adroit cross-examination Solicitor 
General Osborne proved that the Potters 
were away nearly three hours, which 
would have afforded them mort than 
enough time. 

No great triumph was won by the de- 
fense. No testimony that showed strong- 
ly in favor of the defendants was ad- 
duced. On the contrary, a number of 
failures to prove alleged facts ‘were 
scored.

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Bill Is Agreed T by the Sen-

Measure Makes the Gold Peso of 
‘12 8-10 Grains the Unit of 
Value in the Islands—Hear- 
ings on the General 
Staff Bill. 


Washington, December 18.—The senate 
committee on the Philippines has agreed 
on a bill for the currency of the Philip- 
pines, which is the joint production of 
Senators Lodge and Allison. The Dill 
makes the gold peso of 12 g-10 grains the 
unit of value in the islands and makes 
the gold coins of the United States legal 
tender for all debts.

permitted to have coined 75,000,000 silver 


are to be legal tender for all debts in 
the islands unless otherwise specified by 
contract or by law. Subsidiary silver 
coins also are alldwed in excess of the 
present volume. The Philippine govern- 
ment is authorized to issue certificates 
of indebtedness in order to maintain 
the parity between gold and’*sllver pesos. 
Provision also is made for the-redemp- 
tion of the present silver currency of 
the isiands. Authority is given for the 
coinage of the silver pesos at Manila 
or at any of the mints of the United 
States. 
The General Staff Bill. 

Secretary Root today made an argu- 
ment before the senate committee on 
military In support of the bill for the 
creation of a general staff with the Lieu- 
tenant general as the head of it. He 
presented it in less detail than he. pre- 
sented it to the house committee, but 
answered a number of questions put by 
the committee. Senator Alger sat with 
the committee for the first time and 
considerable interest was manifested in 
his position on the bill, owing to the 
fact of his recent connection with the 
war department. He asked a number of 
questions of his successor in office. and 
after the committee adjourned stated 
that it was his intention to support the 
bill, 

Secretary Root renewed his question 
that the bill should be amended so as 
to postpone the date when it shall take 
effect until after next August, when 
General Miles, who opposes the meas- 
ure, will retire by reason of age. 

In the meeting of the committee Sen- 
ator Alger took a very decided position 
in support of the bill, saying that his 
experience as secretary of war had con- 
vinced him that only by the adoption 
of a system like this coukl endless con- 
fusion be prevented. The exchange of 
views among membéts of the committee 
left no room for doubt that the bill will 
be favorably reported by the commit- 
tee. 

The house military affairs committee 
today authorized a favorable report on 
the bill drafted by the war department 
creating a general staff corps in the 
army, but recomménded. two important 
amendments—one of which eliminates the 
provision in the bill for the discontinu- 
ance of the inspector general's depart- 
ment, thus leaving it as a bureau of the 
war department. Tne other amendment 
prevents giving a brigadier general who 
might be detailed ‘to the staff the rank 
and pay of a lieutenant general or ma- 
jor general as contemplated in the bill. 

Hearing on Patent. 

The house committee on patents today 
gave hearings on the recommendations 
of the International Patent convention 
with a view to putting them into effect. 
Messrs. Forbes and Greeley, who were 
delegates from the United States to that 
convention, and Commissioner of Pat- 
ents Allen were heard. The committee 
authorized a favorable report on the 
bill to modify the practice in matters 
of temporary injunction where infrirge- 
ment is claimed, providing that !njunc- 
tions shall not. be denied merely because 
patents have not been adjudicated in the 
courts.

Our Georgia Banks. 

The Bankers’ Magazine notes the 
report of State Treasurer Park con- 
cerning the condition of the state 
banks in Georgia and remarks that 
they are among the most. satisfac- 
torily conditioned banks in the coun- 
try. That is a high compliment from 
an established authority on banking. 

It is noteworthy that while the re- 
duction of the’ amount of capital nec- 
essary to organize a national bank 
has not been taken advantage of s0 
widely in Georgia as in some other 
southern states, there has been an 
average amount of increase in bank- 
ing facilities in the state. The high 
premium upon United States bonds 
has not made them desirable to our 
Georgia bankers as an investment. 
They have preferred to use their cash 
capital directly than to purchase and 
deposit national bonds and take out 
circulating notes that cost more than 
dollar for dollar, counting premium 
and percentage that must be held in 
the reserve fund. .This accounts for 
the preference given to state bank 
rather than national bank charters in 
Georgia. 

At the same time our banking law 
as now administered gives to both 
bankers and the people all the guar- 
antees of security that could be had 
under the national banking law and 
this confidence has contributed to the 
stability and satisfactory record of 
our banks reported by Treasurer Park 
and complimented by The Bankers’ 
Magazine. +«

MIMS TO VETO RESOLUTION 


Will Send Resolution About Murphy 
Avenue Back to Council. 


IS PETITIONED BY MEMBERS 


They Declare They Did Not Under- 
stand All the Facts and Desire 
Hearing Before a Committee. 


Mayor Mims will disapprove the reso- 
lution which declares Murphy avenue to 
be a 60-foot street and which was adupted 
by council during its session last Mon- 
day afternoon. He will do go at the in- 
stance of the several members of couii- 
cil who have petitioned him to return the 
measure to council without his approval 
in order that it may be further inves- 
tigated, 

Following is th2 petition that was pre- 
sented to the mayor shortly after noun 
yesterday: 

‘Hon. Livingston Mims, Mayor City of 
Atlanta—Dear Sir: We, the undersign- 
ed members of the city council of At- 
lanta, respectfully represent to your hon- 
or that on December 15, 1902, at a meet- 
ing of the city council, a resolution was 
introduced declaring Murphy avenue to 
be a street 60 feet in width, and authoriz- 
ing the commissioner of public works to 
remove any obstructions that might be in 
said street of that width. This resolu- 
tion was adopted. 

“Since th2 adoption of said resolution 
we understand that Murphy avenue has 
only a width of 40 feet and that the Cen- 
tral of Georgia Rallroad Company claims 
the bahance of said 20 feet as being a 
part of its right. of way. 

“We are informed further-that tho city 
engineer of Atlanga, some eighteen years 
ago, by order of the county ecommission- 
ers, laid out this roadway a width of 40 
feet, and we understand that he states 
that some three years ago, after this 
road became a stre@t in the city of 
Atlanta and was given the name of Mut- 
phy avenue, that it was regraded by the 
city engineer a width of 40 feet. 

“We beg to state that at the time of 
the adoption of this resolution the Cen- 
tra] of Georgia Railroad Company had no 
opportunity to be heard before the coun- 
cil, as this resolution was not referred to 
any committee of that body. 

“Therefore, in view of ‘he fact that the 
railroad contends that to widen this ave- 
nue would take in 20 feet of their right 
ef way, which they claim to own, and 
that ful! justice may be done, and that 
all parties interested may receive a full, 
fair and impartial hearing before a com- 
mittee of the city council, to whom this 
resolution may be referred, we respect- 
fully request that your honor will re 
turn this resolution to the council with- 
out your approval, in order that it may 
be referred to the appropriate commit- 
tee.

Colone] Howell C. Erwin, who presented 
the petition to Mayor Mims, announced 
that Alderman Terry would not sign the

‘I shall veto the resolution about Mur- 
phy avenue,’’ declared the mayor, after 
reading the petition. “It is only right 
that the railroad should have a hearing. 
and I shall, therefore, send the measure 
back with the recommendation that it 
be sent to some committee before it iz 
finally acted upon.”’ 

The resolution in question twas intro- 
duced during the last session by Council. 
man Koontz. It was towartis the heel of 
the session, and the measure went 
through without opposition, many mem- 
bers failing to vote upon it at all.

“FRE UNDER FRE 
Comptroller Ridzely in Favor of 
Their Retirement, 


He Addresses the New York Bankers 
On Our Currency System—He 
Claims That a More Elastic 
System Should Be 
Provided. 


New York, December 18.—William Bar- 
ret Ridgely, comptroller of the currency; 
President Woodrow Wilson, of Princeton 
university; Rev. Dr. Roberts McArthur, 
Major General Adna R. Chaffee and John 
S. Wise were the principal speakers at 
the annual banquet of the New York 
State Bankers’ Association, given at the 
Waldorf-Astoria tonight. Five hundred 
members and guests of the association 
were present. 

Comptroller Ridgely spoke on ‘‘Elas- 
ticity in the Currency,’ saying in part: 

“The .one great objection which can 
be fairly made to the national banking 
system is the lack of elasticity in the 
currency whica is issued. 

Against Legal Tender. 

“Any complete and satisfactory solution 
of our present currency probiems should 
include some plan for the retirement of 
the legal tenders. I believe the bank note 
circulation can be greatly improved by a 
few quite conservative changes, which 
will add to its elasticity or rather 
introduce some elasticity where there is 
now practically none, and ] urge every 
man who agrees taat these changes will 
improve the currency to give his support 
to the effort, even if what is proposed 
does not accomplish all he wishes to see 
done. 

“The act of 1882 contains a prohibition 
of the retirement of more than $3,000,0u0 
of national notes in any calendar month, 
This pronibition has not only prevented 
the contraction of the currency when the 
notes have become redundant, but aiso 
prevents expansion when it is needed. 
Owing to this difficulty of retiring their 
notes, mahy banks refuse to increase 
their circulation when otherwise they 
would do so. Whatever necessity. tnere 
ever was for this restriction on retire- 
ment has long. since ceased to exist and 
the restriction shotild be removed. If 
there is nothing ¢lse done in regard to 
the currency, this should bé done at once, 

“The price requisite for an elestic cur- 
rency is frequent redemption and free- 
dom of retirement. To have proper and 
true elasticity; contractability is as nec- 
essary as expansibility.. We have in cir- 
culation such a vast amount of currency 
which is practically inflexible in volume, 
legal tender notes, treastiry notes, gold 
and silver certificates, as well as bank 
notes, that it is and will continue to be 
very difficult to introduce any elasticity 
into it. It must all be supplied y the bank 
notes. This adds to the urgent necessity 
of giving them the greatest possible méas- 
ure of this quality. 

The Best Plan. 

“I think the. best plan which has been 
suggested for modifying our bank cur- 
renoy is to allow thé banks to issue more 
thar the par valué of the bonds deposited. 
The first Gonditiofi should be to make 
these notes absolutely secure to the 
holder. 

“The government can safely guarantee 
or insure these notes if protected by the 
bonds held for a part of their vAlue, and, 
aididition by a guarantee fund to be raised 
by a tax or premium for insurance levied 
on the bank circulation. 

“The restrictions of the national bank- 
ing act in these regards have been demon- 
strated to be wise und beneficial. It 
would be much better for the business of 
the country if its commercial banking 
were done mainly by banks in a uniform 
system under government ‘supervision. 
This should be encouraged by making the 
system as attractive and profitable as 
can safely or fairly be done. 

‘These additional notes should be ex- 
actly the same in form and in all fre- 
spects as those now issued. In fact, the 
change shouki be merely the increase of 
the permission so that a bank might issue 
one and one-half times the pat value of 
the bonds deposited, the maximum amount 
of bonds remaining the same as now, 
equal to the capital stock of the bank, 

“The Relation of the University to Busi- 
ness’’ was the subject of President Wil- 
son's address. Dr. MacArtnur spoke On 
“Bankers, the Promoters and Conserv 
tors of Civilization,’’ General Chaffee on 
“Experience with Banks and Bankers,” 
and Mr. Wise on “Something Which 
Bankers Don’t Know.”’

EIGHT HOUR BILL FAVORED 


Report Agreed On By Senate Com- 
mittee on Education. 
Washington, December 18:—The senate 
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committee on education and labor today 
agreed upon, a favorable report of the 
house eight-hour bill. The agreement 
was reached after many hearings and 
three days of executive sessions. Many 
amendments have been made. 

The principal changes in the bill relate 
to. transportation of contract work and 
the purchase in the open market of goods 
wanted by the governmenta The Dill 
makes it specific that all purchases, 
whether articles or materials, shall be ex- 
empt. The language relating to the 
transportation of goods is made more 
plain and definite than in the house bill. 
Another amendment provides that the 
act shall not prohibit a workman from 
€ngaging on other work for an additional 
two hours after warking on government 
work ‘for eight hours. The bill probably 
wiil be reported to the senate on Satur- 
day.

Will Build Big Tunnel. 

Considerable local interest is being man- 
ifested in the plans of the Pennsylvania 
railroad to build the tunnel] under New 
York city. The franchise granting the 
company the right to construct the tun- 
nel was approved by the New York board 


of aldermen several days ago. ‘ 
The tunnel is to cost upward of $50,000,- 


‘0. and already one-fifth of that amount. 


has been expended for terminal property 
between Thirty-first and Thirty-third 
street. Much preliminary work has been 
accomplished and the work proper will 
begin within three months. It is expeéct- 
ed the tunnel will be completed in five 
years. For labor alone $25,000,000 will be 
expended. , 

The tunnel. which wil] he 5 miles long. 
will extend from Hobdken to Long Island 
City, and will pass underneath the Hud- 
eon and East rivers. and Manhattan 
island. The total length of the tubes used 
will be 12 miles. The longest other under- 
water tunnel is in England, passing under 
the Severn river, and is four and one-half 
miles in length. There will be five tubes— 
three under East river ard two under 


, ; Hudson river. 
Va. to Atlanta, as was exclusively an- |

These tubes will converge in a single 
Station in New York city, between Seyr- 
enth and Tenth avenues and Thirty-first 
ana Thirty-third streets. The Station 
will measure 1,500 by 520 feet. Each ctun- 
nel will be 18 feet 6 inches tn diameter in- 
side, and will contain one track. The 
depth of the tupnel will be 37 feet unde1 
Hudson river and 2% feet under East: 
river, while ‘ts greatest depth below the 
Surface of the island wtll be 108 feet. The 
trains will be propelled through the tun- 
nel by electric motors. 

The tunnel will be one of the great 
railroad achievements in this country. The 
tunnel franchise granted to the Pennsyl- 
vania is perpetual. The road will pay into 
the treasury of New York city each year 
the sum of $95,132 as rental, in addition to 
annual taxes on its property, amounting 
to fully a million dollars more,
